A mon- 
ument in Cincinnati testifies to the 
fact that he and his father, Groom- 
bright Bailey (1731-1817) were on 
the first boatload of settlers who 
founded that city, along with two 
dozen other pioneers. | 


His wife was born in 1778 along - 


the Susquehanna River in Pennsyl- 
vania. Bailey's ancestors had come 
from Maryland. ` . 

+ Susanna died in Vigo County. in 
October, 1825, from childbirth. 

: John Bailey was one. of seven 
children born to Rezin and Susanna. 
He was born July 25, 1818. 

" His mother died when John was 
Seven, so his father placed little 


John with a local family in southern 


Vigo County. The family contained 
several girls much older than the 
young boy. and they delighted in 
making the life of the young orphan 


à miserable one by teasing and 


tormenting him. 

His bed in the attic was made of 
Shucks and straw and was reached 
by a ladder. His clothes were made 
of buckskin, and he was required to 
do all the work that could be piled 
‘upon his. young shoulders, Neigh- 
bors, seeing how the young lad. was 
treated and knowing that his father 


foster mother, 


had paid the family generously for 


„his keep, wrote to Rezin Bailey. But 


in those days letters were weeks in 
reaching a destination. The letter 
finally reached the father, who 
dropped everything. and returned to 
his son. 


Young John, dressed in buckskin 


clothes, was splitting wood when he 
saw a man coming toward the house 
and whom he presently saw was his 
father. One of the girls also saw the 
father approaching and yelled to 
young John to come into the house, 
intending to change his buckskin 
rags for clothes his father had pro- 
vided before leaving. But the boy 
paid no attention to her call. Drop- 
ping his axe, he fled to the out- 
stretched arms of his father, feeling 
that his troubles were over. 


And they were over. His father 


Soon found a home for him with a 


childless cuple, Joseph and Nancy 
Kester. He lived with them until he 
reached manhood and married Fan- 
nie Shoemaker, half sister of his 
Nancy Kester. 
Bailey always said that although 


strict, his foster parents were kind 


to him. 
When the boy arrived at the 
Kester home, his new mother saw 


he was only half-clothed and soon 


made and dressed him in a new pair 
of trousers. made out of jean cloth. 
Anyone who ever wore a garment 
made of jean cloth knows that it is 
about impervious to anything short 
of buckshot or a bolt of lightening.

Jack Jones was there with his genealogy folders, photograph albums, reuhion prizes, and 
clipboard. The food was laid out in the kitchen of the Pfizer Recreational Facility. People 
were talking and socializing so much, the reunion wasn't called to order until 12:49. Jack 
Jones welcomed those present.

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THE CASE CF OLIVER, CANDACE, AND FCLLY 
BY J.J. 


I'm glad I copied down so many inscriptions 
from the Prairie Creek Cemetery back in the 1950s 
and 1960s, because today whole rows of tombstones 
are missing. It's deplorable that ease in grass 
mowing is deemed more important than caring for 
the tombstones of our pioneer ancestors. Over 
half of the tombstones in the Baptist Church 
Cemetery are nov missing! 

I always remembered where my grandfather 
Oliver Bailey's flat tombstone was because it was 
right next to the standing tombstone of Candace 
Bailey, his niece. In 1992 T found Candace's 
tombstone one row back of where it should have 
been, back by the fence. In 1993 it was missing 
completely. 

Several people at recent reunions have asked 
why Ojiver and his wife Mary Violet (Molly) are 
buried in different cemeteries, and why Candace 
was buried there by Oliver. Candace was born 
Jan. 7, 1870, and died Jan. 15, 1933. Candace 
was a daughter of Oliver's brother, William H. 
Pailey (1841-1882) and Nancy Hynter Bailey (1835- 
1920). Candace never married. That is probably 
why it was,decided to put her in the one empty 
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Pictured---Four Generations of John Baileys-- 
(Right to Left): John Hiriam Bailey; John 
Bailey, Junior; John Wayne Bailey; (young) 
John Bailey. This was probably around 1970 
sometime. 


An update on the only "real" Baileys left in 
our branch of the family: 


I wrote some inquiries to Eureka Springs, 
Arkansas, about Johnny Junior Bailey. In 
February of 1995 I received a reply from 
Nancy & John Wayne Bailey:..."First of all, I 
am sorry to say that John J. & Jo Bailey have 
both passed away. John passed away in Decem- 
ber of 1991 and Jo passed away in March of 
1992." 

They went on to say that Donna & Myke West- 
fall (Jr. & Jo's daughter & son-in-law) live 
in Danville, Ijlinois. John L. Bailey (John 
Wayne & Nancy's boy) lives in Rogers, Arkansas. 
Andrea & Paul Calamari (John Wayne & Nancy's 
daughter & son-in-law) live in Danville, Ill. 
Andrea & Paul have two children: Kirby (2), 
and Clay (5 months) as of Feb. 1995. Donna & 
Mike have three children and one grandson with 
another grandchild on the way. 

I wrote a couple other letters to people in 
John Junior's family, but have not dis had 
any replies. 


lot next to Oliver in the Bailey plot. Ferhaps 
her parents had paid for and owned that string 
of Bailey lots. I don't know for sure. Candace 
died in 1933 and Ojiver's wife Molly died just 

a few years later. 

My mother (Edythe) always told me that since 
Oliver died of typhoid fever, the Board of Health 
refused to open up his grave to transfer his 
body to the Farmersburg Cemetery where Molly 
wanted to be buried. 

I'm so glad Doyne Gambill had that brass 
plaque attached to Oliver's tombstone. Now may- 
be it won't disappear like over half of the other 
tonbstones in the cemetery. And half the people 
in that cemetery are our pioneer relatives!
